Federal Expediter Is 
Speaker At Catholic 
Charities Conference 


South Bend—The building tide is 
surging in and the time for plan- 
ning action is at hand if the enor- 
mous number of new homes of this 
year and next are not to become 
the blighted areas of tomorrow, 
Wilson W. Wyatt told the national 
conference of Catholic charities 
Saturday night. 

Speaking from a platform in 
front of the main building at St. 
Mary’s college, the national hous- 
ing expediter time and again called 
for planning and said that basically 
it is the responsibility of the com- 
munity concerned, 

The bulk of the next two years’ 
house building is still ahead, he 
emphasized, and planners can still 
catch up with the program and 
keep pace with it, “but there is no 
time to waste.” 

Raps Defeat Of Bill 

He said he was hopeful that the 
nation would attain the goal of 
2,700,000 new homes and apart- 
ments by the end of 1947 but that 
the failure of the house of repre- 
sentatives to enact the Wagner- 
Eliender-Taft bill has “seriously 
crippled” the veteran housing pro- 
gram, 

The expediter called the bill a 
sensible program to help private 
enterprise do a bigger and better 
job of housing and to provide pub- 
lic aid to those whom private in- 
dustry cannot serve. 

Speaking of the veterans’ emer- 
gency housing program he said 
that at the best it “will only blunt 
the edge of the housing shortage” 
but that efforts to supply all Amer- 
icans with decent homes will be 
continued. 

. Mr. Wyatt repeatedly empha- 
sized the idea of planning and said 
that he thought that if “we plug 
away steadily enough and long 
enough we can eliminate” the blind 
spots on housing and community 
planning and “get our housing in- 
dustry into the twentieth century.” 

Furnishings Outmode Houses 

He said the United States was 
oddly a nation in which “we have 
lanned for some things and not 
or others” with some very lopsided 
results.

School Lunch Program 


From Indianapolis comes the word that School Lunch 
Program for our schools will be handled through the office 
of the State Superintendent, Supt. Malan. A recent Federal 
Law, concerning the Lunch Program, allots more than 
$1,000,000.00 to Indiana for the purpose. Our schools will re- 
ceive a proportionate share. On Monday, August 26, Attorney 
General Emmert declared that the Office of the State Super- 
intendent would be the disbursing agency. (See story on 
page 2 of this issue.) 


Federal Law 


Briefly the Law allots Indiana $1,022,533.00 for food 
assistance (reimbursement for meals served). It allocates 
$211,935.00 to the State for non-food assistance (this refers 
to purchasing equipment for storing, preparing and serving 
food on the Lunch Program), Our schools will receive their 
proportionate share if they make application. In this respect 
we quote from a letter from the N.C.W.C.: “We repeat our 
suggestion that you encourage as many schools as possible to 
join in the program. Failure on the part of non-public schools 
to utilize the funds effectively will indicate unwillingness to 
cooperate with a governmental program. This situation 
might have a disastrous effect on our future relations with 
the Federal Government.”

Dulles Enters 
Jesuit Seminary 


Novice’s Father Is Head 
Of Federal Council Of 
Churches Of Christ 


Poughkeepsie, N, Y., Aug. 19. 
—(NC)—Avery Dulles, youngest 
son of John Foster Dulles; promi- 
nent Presbyterian layman, who re- 
cently entered the Jesuit novitiate 
of St. Andrew-on-the-Hudson here, 
as a student for the priesthood, 
has written the story of his con- 
version in a volume entitled “A 
Tribute to Grace,” scheduled for 
publication this fall. 


Young Mr. Dulles entered the 
Church in 1941. He attributes his 
initial interest in the Church large- 
ly to contacts he had with priests 
while a student at Harvard Uni- 
versity, from which he was grad- 
uated in 1939. He recently received 
his discharge as a Navy Lieuten- 
ant after five years’ service, mostly 
in the Atlantic and Mediterranean 
theaters. 


Mr. Dulles’ father is chairman of 
the Federal Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America. He acted @ 
chairman of the International Con- 
ference of World Churches held in 
Cambridge, England, recently, and 
at the conferenre suggested some 
kind of inter-Church co-operation 
for world peace presumably be- 
tween the World Council of 
Churches and the Vatican. The 
novice’s father is likewise vice- 
chairman of the newly-formed 
Church Commission on Internation- 
al Affairs, a group established un- 
der the auspices of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches .to shape policies 
on world problems which touch the 
churches. He was also a member 
of the American delegation to the 
London meeting of the United Na- 
tions.

He has to buy in the 
black market where eggs are 5 
or 6 yen and little oranges 2 yen 
apiece. 

“The people as a whole are 
dazed and anchorless. Every- 
thing they used to believe in— 
and they are by nature and tra- 
dition blind believers, whole- 
hearted believers, in whatever 
guides or dominant ideal are in 
vogue — everything they put 
their faith in has collapsed. 
Something must be substituted. 
If tt is not the true Faith, it will 
be some new or old error. 

“There is no prejudice against 
Americans, MacArthur is im- 
mensely popular. The average 
GI is, too, though not as much as 
he was when he first came in and 
staggered them by his discipline 
and good humor. However, the 
fact is that American priests, 
brothers, and sisters—or at least 
those who are English-speaking 
have the current with them now 
and as long as the occupation 
lasts. If it is to do its work, it 
must last in some form for 
twenty or twenty-five years.” 


Sincerely in Christ, 
tn #.

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ECENTLY we observed that 

comparatively few non-Catho- 
lie children are receiving religious 
education. But we wonder whether 
they are worse off than if they 
were receiving it from instructors 
who. themselves entertain the 
vaguest ideas concerning what re- 
ligion really is. We would natural- 
ly expect that men who are “pro- 
fessors of religion” at religious 
colleges should know what theol- 
ogy is, but towards the end of 
July a Professor of Religious Edu- 
cation at “The College of the 
Bible,” Lexington, Kentucky, ad- 
dressing “Directors of Religious 
Education” at Lake Forest College, 
Iil., is reported by the Chicago 
papers as saying: 

“While critics of religious edu- 
cation suggest going back to tra- 
ditional creeds and theologies, I do 
not think we should indoctrinate 
people with them, but should re- 
phrase and rethink them in terms 
of our modern day thought forms 
and patterns. Religious education 
must help persons develop their 
own theologies while drawing on 
the traditions and theologies of the 
past. It should seek to guide and 
enrich people so as to lead them 
to a religious adjustment of all 
phases of life.” 


Science Which 
Deals With God 


Theology was always understood 
to be, as the word implies, the sci- 
ence which deals with God, and 
as every other science, it was ex- 
pected to teach facts. If it does 
teach facts, then there can be no 
argument against them.. But Dr. 
Myron T. Hopper, the professor 
whom we have just quoted, believes 
“religious education must help per- 
sons develop their own theology.” 
This is tantamount to saying that 
everyone should develop his own 
scientific concepts regardless of 
what factual discoveries science 
has made. 

Dr. Hopper’s doctrine may not 
sound quite so strange to the aver-

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age Protestant, because he knows 
that the theology of Luther and 
Calvin and Zwingli and Hus, usual- 


ly referred to as “the great re- 
formers,” was not the same. But 
no one who believes that Christ 


came as a true teacher, that He 
entrusted that teaching to a su- 
pernatural corporation, a living 
body, with which He promised to 
remain “all days even unto the end 
of the world,” to which He prom- 
ised to send His Holy Spirit “to 
remain forever,” can regard the 
teaching of the universal Church as 
something that may be subjected 
to doubt and dispute, as something 
lacking certainty. 

Theology is nothing more than 
the teaching of the Universal 
Church codified, clearly expressed 
and explained. 


Definition Of Religion 
Goes Far Afield 


At the same meeting Dr. Milton 
D. McLean, President of Lincoln 
College, Lincoln, Illinois, gave a de- 
finition of religion which, if it did 
not shock his audience, certainly 
shocked most of the people who 
read his definition. According to 
him: “The ¢ore of true religion is 
the individual’s concept of member- 
ship in the community.” 

He continued: 

“While we, today, seem to have 
lost our sense of community, espe- 
cially in urban areas, we have more 
than ever before become dependent 
upon one another. Beginning in the 
family and reaching out into the 
ehurch, public schools, business and 
the entire world of every day life, 
the heart of real religion is mem- 
bership in the community.” 

Religion comes into the commu- 
nity from above and does not as- 
cend to God from a “community” 
origin. In other words God is the 
author of religion and not man or 
a community of nien.

Stay-At-Home

ISTORY is a “must” subject in 
H practically all high schools, 
but history becomes “his story 
when it is written by people who 
are in any sense prejudiced. 

History, correctly told, furnishes 
the strongest kind of argument 
for the divinity of the Catholic 
Church, and many of the best his- 
torians of the world admit this. 
If the Church were not divine the 
twelve men chosen by Christ as 
His Apostles could not have suc- 
ceeded in spreading the faith as 
they did against the prejudices of 
the Jews and the pagan Romans, 
and against the severe persecu- 
tions waged against it by the civil 
powers. If the Church had not 
heen divine, she could not have 
built modern Eurepe out of a 
barbarous people. 

If the Church were not divine 
she would have died completely in 
countries where princes and kings 
established national churches in 
order to do away with her. If the 
Church were not divine, it. would 
have been overcome in France 
during the French Revolution, in 
Italy and Spain under most anti- 
Catholic governments. If the 
Church were not divine, it could 
not have emerged stronger than 
any other institution after the re- 
cent World Wars. 


‘History Correctly Told Proves | 
Divinity Of Catholic Church) 


All history was written by 
Catholics during the first fifteen 
centuries. But when there began 
national churches in powerful 
countries such as England and 
Germany after the Reformation, 
men were selectéd by the civil 
rulers to write history which 
would justify the so-called Refor- 
mation, and represent the Cath- 
olic Church in an unfavorable 
light. To that end incidents were 
fabricated which had no foun- 
dation whatsoever in history. 
Then to make sure that these 
things would not be contradicted 
Catholic libraries were confiscated 
or destroyed, so that the books 
which recorded true history could 
not be resorted to. 


It was quite natural, therefore, 
for many modern historians, rear- 
ed in prejudice against the Cath- 
olic Church, to gather data for 
their works from these unreliable 
sources. But there were some his- 
terians during the last couple of 
eenturies who did deep research 
work of their own, who accepted 
invitations of the Popes to ex- 
amine the Vatican archives where 
historical documents covering 
several centuries, were preserved. 
Many of them, representing his- 
torians in most European coun-

tries and in the United States, 
were converted to the Catholic 
Church by that research work, 

If the true story of history were 
known and were taught in schools 
and wuniversities, Protestantism 
would be utterly repudiated, and 
the “divine” could be clearly seen 
throughout the life of the Catholic. 
Church. This does not mean that 
all Catholics were saints or even 
half saints, because they have the 
same human weaknesses that 
others have, but the protection of 
the Church itself by Almighty God 
would be so manifest that it could 
not be disregarded. : 

Should anybody ever tell you 
that he gave up his Catholic faith 
after reading history, notable his- 
torians could tell you that they 
gave up their Protestant faith 
after reading it. 


The first one to write chron- 
ological history of the Christian 
Church was Eusebius in the fourth 
century; also St. Jerome in the 
fourth century; Theodoret in the 
fifth century; Cassiodorus in the 
sixth century; St. Gregory of 
Tours, and St. Isidore of Seville 
in the seventh century; Venerable 
Bede wrote the history of the 
English Church through the 
eighth century; Adam of Bremen 
wrote the history of the Church 
from the year 788 to the year 
1076. It is the only reliable his- 
tory dealing with Denmark, Swe- 
den and Saxon. Odovic Vital of 
Normandy, wrote ten volumes of 
Church History ending with the 
twelfth century; Antonius, Arch- 
bishop of Florence, wrote a great 
historical work covering the four- 
teenth and part of the fifteenth 
centuries. 


John of Tritenheim, who died 
just before the Reformation, wrote 
an impressive work on history. 

Count de Maistre called post- 
reformation history “a conspiracy 
against the truth.” 

Therefore if non-Catholics quote 
history to you against the Church 
you should ask the source of his 
information. Then if you looked 
up the same matter in the Cath- 
olic Encyclopedia you would prob- 
ably find a very good answer for 
him based on documentary evi- 
dence. 

The minds of most. people in the 
world have been literally poisoned 
by false history against the Cath- 
olic Church. They do not try to 
make a case against the Church 
because of what. they would call 
“the records.” In order that you 
might better understand what we 
would bring home to you, recall 
that Hitler ordered a pagan-mind- 
ed man by the name of Rosenberg 
to write books on history for the 
schools of Germany, which were 
designed to paganize the children. 

What kind of a history would 
any Communist selected by Stalin 
write? What kind of a history of 
the civil war would have been 
written by a northerner or south- 
erner while the passions aroused 
by that war were still intense?

This failure in our 4as- 
signed tasks is more than usually 
important today as we gear our- 
selves to the peak of production. 


Sloth manifests itself in lazi- 


ness, idleness, indifference, luke- 
warmness and similar aspects of 
failure in character to better 
ourselves. 

We all despise those who will 
not arouse themselves to the 
tasks at hand; we are all of one 
mind that these slothful indi- 
viduals are failing to carry their 
share of our common burdens. 
We have a more clear cut aver- 
sion towards these clackers at a 
time like the present than dur- 
ing ordinary days. 


Christ And The Slothful 


“Because thou art lukewarm, and 
neither cold nor hot, I will be- 
gin to vomit thee out of my 
mouth.” 


“No man putting his hand to the 
plough, and looking back, is fit 
or the kingdom of God.” 

There is no other occasion in 
the Holy Scriptures when our 
Blessed Savior’s words are 80 ve- 
hement as when He speaks about 
the slothful.

It shows itself not only in the 
irritation felt at getting wp for 
early Mass on a bitterly cold 
morning, or in the reluctance to 
refuse to fast or to abstain, or 
in the embarrassment involved 
in confessing our sins, but also 
in the eonstant “griping” and 
complaining at the general diffi- 
culties of the Christian life in an 
un-Christian environment. There 
are almost as many expréssions 
of this invitation-to-sin as there 
are individuals in the world— 
sloth shows so many faces that 
it is impossible to catalogue them 
all. 

The best that can be done is 
to indicate the roots from which 
this poison springs, and hope 
that each one may recognize his 
own particular aspect of sloth, 


and thus be able to uproot this|. 


vicious growth. So important is 
it to accomplish this operation 
that without it there can be no 
spiritual betterment.

Soldier To Faith 


BY THE REV. FRANK E, GARTLAND, C.S.C. 


Father Frank E. Gartland, C.S.C., editor of our Stu- 
dents’ and Vacation Bulletins, has taken over the O.S.V.

The Spiritual Clinic is broadcast every Thursday morn- 
ing at 10:15 Eastern Daylight Time. Speaking at that time 
last week, Father Gartland said: 


Dear Friends: 


One of the commonest ques- 
tions which parents and pastors 
asked during the war concerned 
the faith of our Fighting Men. 
Had their faith diminished, or 
had it become more fervent? 
Were they crowding the chapels 
at camp? Or, when they got 
away from the refining influence 
of mother and sisters, and of 
sweetheart or wife, had they 
gone haywire? had they scrapp- 
ed the commandments? And 
what about their faith overseas? 
was it high in the foxhole and 
low in London? These were 
typical questions. 


It seems to me that only God 
knows the answers. We shall 
have to wait until the Last 
Judgment before we know. Then 
God will play the searchlight of 
His justice and truth upon each 
individual soul, and the history 
of faith among the Fighting 
Men of World War II will be a 
matter of public record. Faith 
in our time—or in any time—is 
not something we can measure 
through statistics, as we do the 
stock market, or hogs, or grains; 
we can’t grab hold of faith and 
throw it into the scales and say 
with infallibility, “The average 
Marine had 4.3% more faith in 
1944 than he did in 1939; faith, 
however, among soldiers and 
sailors was down, in the same 
period, 2%.” 

The only accurate measure we 
‘now have by which to guage 
faith among our Fighting: Men 
of World War II is the record 
of stories about individual ser- 
vicemen. This record shows that 
some soldiers lost faith, and 
others found it. 


I should like to tell you today 
the Story of Jim—which is the 
story of a young man who had 
no faith when he was inducted 
into the Armed Forces but who 
found it—and found it abun- 
dantly—far from his native city. 
This is, without doubt, the most 
beautiful story I have heard 
coming out of World War IIl— 
and also the most astounding. 
The best part of it is, it is abso- 
lutely true. It was told me by 
Father Egbert Nolan of the 
Passionist Fathers in St. Louis. 


Jim hailed from St. Louis 
himself, and he used to corres- 
pond frequently with a Catholic 
girl 6f that city. They were not 
engaged, they were not even in 
love; they were simply good 
friends. 


More Money for You 


Had No Faith 


Here in Boston where I am 
speaking, I do not happen to 
have with me my copy of the 
particular letter Jim wrote 
Mary which I want to share with 
you, but I remember it almost 
word for word, it made such a 
memorable impression on me. It 
is all so strange ... this incident 
of remarkable faith involves the 
Blessed Sacrament and a boy 
who was not only not a Catholic 
but who, on his own admission, 
declared he was a person of little 
or no faith at all. 


The letter reads something 
like this: - 

“Dear Mary: I’m writing you 
from a hospital in the southwest 
Pacific where I’m recuperating. 
Our plane was attacked by Jap- 
anese fighters and the flak was 
so bad we had to bail out; I had 
a rough landing. 

“I must tell you something. 
This morning the Catholic chap- 
lain came into our ward with 
the Blessed Sacrament, and he 
stopped by the bed of the boy 
next to me.

I have always thought that what 
you Catholics call the Blessed 
Sacrament is just a disc of 
bread. But when I saw that holy 
little priest raise the little white 
Host before that dying boy’s 
eyes, and saw those eyes verit- 
ably pop out of their sockets, and 
when J] saw an unearthly, heav- 
enly smile spread across his 
parched lips from one cheek to 
the other, I knew that I was 
witnessing more power than the 
power of all the devils of war,

Killed By Gangsters 


The second part of this story 
is, I think, even more thrilling 
than first. And may I repeat, this 
is an absolutely true story, and 
so again we see demonstrated 
the marvelously strong power 
of faith—in our own time. 
After Jim recuperated, he was 
released from the Armed Forces 
due to the nature of his in- 
juries. He returned to the Uni- 
ted States, took instructions in 
the Catholic Faith, was re-em- 
ployed by the FBI with whom 
he had been associated before 
his induction into the Armed 
Forces. One year to the day 


the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation he was shot in a duel with 
gangsters and shortly after- 
wards died of his wounds. 

But Jim left a will, and he 
made the young lady in St. Louis 
the administrator of his will.

We may not be able to answer 
the question, “Did the faith of 
our Fighting Men increase or de- 
crease during World War II. 
For the answer to that we may 
have to wait tillthe end of time.

Gary.—The beginning of the new 
school year this fall will mark the 
12th consecutive year of religious 
instructions conducted in the pub- 
lie high schools for Catholic stu- 
dents. Properly called Bible Study, 
these religious instructions are in 
charge of the Poor Handmaid Sis- 
ters, residents of the Gary Alerd- 
ing Settlement House and its direc- 
tor, Rey. James Cis. | 

Bible Study at present is being 
taught in five of the eight public 
high schools, namely, Froebel, Lew 
Wallace, Tolleston, Emerson and 
Horace Mann, and ean be taken 
but one year out of the four. While 
Bible Study is an elective, it is still 
one of the academic subjects, with 
a “5” point value. Considered as 
Biblical Literature, credits received 
in Bible Study can be applied to 
English, a required subject for gra- 
duation. 

Catholic students are asked to 
take Bible Study in their Junior or 
Senior year, a time when religious 
instruction is most needed and 
when they will benefit most from 
the course. 

It is the duty of the parents to 
see to it that their children, attend- 
ing public high schools mentioned, 
avail themselves of the opportunity 
of receiving religious training.
